Broadway, 6th Floor, Los Angeles, CA 90007, is looking for an energetic, positive and enthusiastic Spanish-
speaking PSWII to join our administrative team as our Wraparound (WRAP) Liaison, in a fast-paced, team 
environment overseeing the provision of services to high risk foster children and families.   
 
ESSENTIAL JOB DUTIES: 

• Oversee and work collaboratively with ten (10) SA 4 WRAP Providers to ensure quality delivery of 
WRAP services  

• Team weekly with Interagency Screening Committee (ISC) meetings with representatives from the 
Department of Mental Health (DMH), Department of Children and Family Services (DCSF) and 
Department of Probation to review and assign new WRAP cases 

• Provide clinical consultation to the WRAP ISC team and WRAP agency staff 
• Participate in weekly Plan of Care (POC) meetings with ISC team and WRAP Providers to review client 

Plans of Care and clinical documentation to ensure quality of care 
• Collaborate with community agencies to address child/family’s specific strengths and underlying needs 

utilizing the Shared Core Practice Model 
• Educate clients and families about the WRAP program and assist in the referral and enrollment 

process, as needed 
• Monitor WRAP data for SA4, including tracking client enrollments, suspensions, graduations, and 

disenrollments and provide data as needed to Program Head and District Chief 
• Provide oversight and clinical consultation to DCFS, Probation, and contract providers at Team-

Decision Making Meetings (TDM), Resource Management Process (RMP), Child and Family Team 
Meetings (CFT), and Multidisciplinary Assessment Team (MAT) Summary of Findings Meetings for 
WRAP or WRAP eligible clients 

• Must hold DMH bilingual Spanish certification
